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SHRI P, V. RAJIMANNAR 

After a brilliant academic . career—he secured 
‘ firsts’ in English and in Philosophy at the B.A. and 
the Jurisprudence prize at the BLM. Rajamannar 
served as apprentice and later as junior under his 
father, Diwan Bahadur P. Venkataramana Rao, 
and grew up in an atmosphere rich in the tradition of 
culture and legal lore. He proved fully equal to all 
the exacting rigours of the profession of law, and in 
1944, twenty years after his enrolment, he was ap- 
pointed Advocate General in succession to Sir Alladi 
Krishnaswami Ayyar, appeared in some of the sen- 
sational trials “and won golden opinions all 
round. In July 1945 he was appointed as a Judge 
of the Madras High Court and in January 1948, its 
Chief Justice, 


He is keenly interested in music, dance, drama and 
fine arts and has been taking an active part in their 
development for nearly 30 years. . “He has extensively 
written and broadcast on music, drama and film. 
From 1922 to 1925, he edited a literary journal in 
Telugu named Kala. He secured in 1924 the 
Ramarayanimgar Prize with a Telugu work on “Re- 
presentative Government in Ancient India.” He has 
written a series of remarkable one-act plays which 
have won for him a considerable reputation and have 
been translated into Tamil, Hindi and other modern 
Indian languages. His wide knowledge of English, 
Sanskrit and Telugu and his passion: for painting, 
music and their sister arts have given his intellect the 
embracing fluidity of imaginative comprehension, and 
have helped him to acquire the poise, the grace, the 
nuances of social deportment and the quiddities of 
human behaviour which have made him one of the 
most courteous as he is one of the most genial of men. 
He is the Chairman of the Sangeet Natak Akadami. 


SHRI UDAY SHANKAR 

Born in the picturesque and historic place of 
Udaipur, Uday Shankar spent most of his childhood 
in Ghazipur and Banaras. While a small boy he 
took interest in painting and his father got him 
admitted in the Royal College of Arts, London. 
He began to take training in the plastic art under 
the guidance of Sir William Rothenstein. 


The famous Russian dancer, Anna Pavlova, 
snatched him away from the college of arts. After 
joining Pavlova’s Ballet Company, he arranged two 
Hindu Ballets in which he was her partner, and 
subsequently, he accompanied her on a coast to 
coast tour of the United States. Returning to 
Europe he worked as a professional dancer in London 
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and Paris. He made his company and toured round 
the world. In 1939 he opened a Culture Centre in 
Almorah, U. P. which had to be closed down during 
World War II. With a view to making his dynamic 
art permanent, he opened another channel and pro- 
duced a film “KALPANA ” which received the 
second place in the world’s list of movies. 


SHRI SACHIN SEN GUPTA 
Born in 1891 at Sentrati, a villagein Khulna 
District, Shri Sen Gupta was educated at the National 
Council of Education founded in 1906 by Shri 
Arobindo and other political leaders. In his early life 
he was associated with revolutionary activities. 
Later on he took to journalism as profession 
and life’s mission and worked as editor for papers 
owned by Shri Arobindo and Shri Subhas Bose. 
At the same time he began. writing for the 
Bengali stage. He has to his credit 32 plays 
including a few renderings. All of them have 
been staged in several Bengali Theatres. More than 
a dozen of them were acclaimed to be hits having a 
continuous run exceeding hundred nights each. 
Many of his plays ere broadcast and 8 of them have 
been recorded by the Gramaphone Company Ltd. 
He has been a favourite of 2 successive generations of 
lay-goers and the stage artistis of Calcutta had 
Ponoured him by an address of appreciation and by a 
presentation of a purse containing 5,500 and several 
other gifts. He has been associated with various 
theatre groups including the Indian Peoples Theatre 
Association, the Bohurupee and the Little Theatre, 





He was the leader of the Cultural Delegation or- 
ganised by the All India Peace Council to the People’s 
Republic of China where he was received: by the 
Chairman, Mao Tse Tung and honoured by a State 
banquet. 


SHRI MAN MOHAN SWARUP BHATNAGAR 

Shri M. S. Bhatnagar entered the I. A. & A. S. 
on 10th March 1931 and filled various jobs in the 
Audit and Railways Departments in India during his 
training period. He joined the Finance and Com-
